The Descendants of Thomas Baker Through 
HiB Seoond Son, liathaniel. 

Thomas Baker, the founder of our branch of the Baker family, was born in 
England, Sept. 29, 1618. Ke was enrolled a freeplanter of Gilford, Conn., 

Nov. 29, 1639. In 1650, he removed to East Hampton, L.I., N. Y. 

The first inhabitants of East Hampton were Puritans of England. The town wr.s 
purohased by Theopilus Eaton, Gov. of the Colony of New Haven and Edward Hopkins, 

Gov. of the Colony of Conn. The first inhabitants probably planted themselves upon 
the Boil in the spring or summer of 1649. Many of the inhabitants oame from Maidsonte, 
County Kent. Eng. The settlement was first called Kent. Amon,_ those who early set¬ 
tled in East Hampton wore Thomas Osborn, Ralph Dayton, Thomas Osborn, Jr., >illiam 
Hedges, John Osborn, Thomas Baker. 

Thomas Baker of Milford, Conn, in 1639-50 and of East Hampton, L.I., 1650-1700 
was born in England in 1618 and died in East Hampton, April 30, 1700. He was a free 
planter of Milford, Conn., Nov. 20, 1639. He removed to East Hampton, L.I., 1650 and 
was a "Townsman" or magistrate of that town from 1650 unltl the union with Connecticut 
in 1667. He was a magistrate or assistant of the General Court of Conn., 1658-1663, a 
deputy to the assembly oonvened at Hempstead by Gov. Nicoll, Feb. 1664 at which was 
promulgated the code of laws known as the "Duke's Laws", foreman of the grand jury 
at the first court of assizes held in New York, Oct., 1656 at which Ralph Hall and 
his wife, Mary, were indioted for witohoraft, was appointed Justice of the Peace by 
Gov. Andros in 1674 and served till 1683, was 0 rantee in the Indian deeds of Montauk 
of 1660 and 1686 and paxtentee of East Hampton in Gov. Nicoll*s Pantent of 1666 and in 
Gov. Dou^an's Paxtent of 1685. 

Thomas Baker married, June 20th, 1643, Alice Dayton, daughter of Ralph Dayton, 
then of New Haven, who removed to East Hampton in 1649, where he was a magistrate in 
1662. Alice was born in England, 1620 ano died at Amagansett, L.I., Feb. 4, 1708. 

Their children werej Hannah, Born June 26, 1660; Thomas, born July 26, 1654, I . 

Sbenezer Leek of East Hampton; Nathaniel, born December 22, 1655; Aftigail. athaniel, 
was born in East Hampton but later removed to Ama^anset. 

The first settlers of East Hampton, though undoubtedly well educated as shown by 
their records and laws were ohiefly farmers. They suffered much inconvenience for the 
want of mechanics. There was abundant pasture, so large flooks were kept. :'irst they 
had goats, then cows, then horses. The whole town's herd was pastured togethered and 
each took his turn in tending them. They also want whaling both for pleasure and for 
profit. Whales were very numerous. Tradition says that Abigail Baker who was married 
in 1702 to Daniel Hedges, in her day, riding from East Hampton to Bridge Hampton say 
13 whales at that time between the two plaoes. The Daniel Hedges mentioned above was 
called Daniel of Sagg, because he was the first "Hedges" to reside in that place. An 
old aooount book kept by Thomas J. Milford, contains this record; East Hampton, Jan.17, 
1753i At the south side in ooming to the shore in a whale boat was drowned in the surf, 
these three men; here namely; Jacob Sohellinger, Daniel Baker and Dick. The night before 
Daniel Baker was drowned, his wife dreamed the tide rose so hi^h that it came to the 
house, burst open the door and brought in a ooffin. She requested him not to go off whaling 
that day because she feared something might happen. He replied that he would go that 
day but would not go any more. Thi6 Daniel Baker who was drowned was the son of our 
ancestor, Daniel Baker who married Abigail Osborn. We descend from Henry, fourth, son 
of Daniel and Abigail. 

The first houses were small, with thatched roofs. The churoh also had a thatched 

roof. 
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Nathaniel, Second Son of Thomas Baker

The Schellii^er or Schillinx Family. 

Jaoob Schillinx cane to this oountry about 1653 and transacted business for his 
unole, a merchant of Amsterdam, Holland. Hie wife was Catherine Melyn, asister of 
Cornelius Melyn, a Patroon of Staten Island and daughter of Cornelius Ivelyn, Sr. 

Jaoob Schillinx or Schellinger died in East Hampton, June 17th, 1693, aged 67 

years. 

Catherine, his wife, died Feb. 26th 1717 aged 88 years. 

Children of Jacob Sohellinger and Catherine, his wife:

Catherine Sohellinger (Sohillinx) married Nathaniel Baker, son of Thomas Baker.

Daniel Baker son of Nathaniel

married Abigail Osborn.

Daniel, son of Thomas, Jr. the descendants of Daniel were known as the "Down 
street" Osborns because of the location of their residence. Daniel married Glisabteth 
Hedges and had childredj Daniel, Thomas, Abigail, Rebecca, the daughter, Abigail, was 
doubtless the wife of Daniel Baker. 

These notes were all taken from the History of East Hampton by H.P. 
Hedges. The dates concerning the Osborn family are evidently not correct.

The Baker Family from Henry, son of Daniel Baker and Abigail Osborn, 
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Henry wont from East Hampton, L.I. to Westfield, N.J. 

It is evident from family correspondence in my possession that the Baker family 
at one time, considered their original ancestor to be one Capt, John Baker; later 
research convinced them that Thomas Baker of East Hampton was their immigrant ancestor. 

In a letter from E. B. Baker of Newark, N.J. to my aunt, Susan Baker Briggs, it is stated 

Hy dear Cousin, Hay 7th, 1901 

"I am fully satisfied that Capt. John Baker was not our ancestor. My 
nephew, Horace Hiller, and myself about three yearB ago, searched the Astor and Lenox 
libraries in New York City and found a record of the early settlers of East Hampton, 

L.I., including the Baker family. My father had often told me that his ancestors came 
from Long Island. I wrote to the author of the book, H.P. Hedges and purchased from 
him two oopies. 


Henry Baker, our anoestor, and his brother, Nathaniel, sons of Daniel are buried 
in the old cemetery at 7,'estfield and the inscriptions on their tombstones place them in 
the fourth generation and we have reliable information that the records at Ama b aneett, 
L.I. state that Daniel Baker of the third generation b ave his two sons, Nathaniel and 
Henry, our ancestor, eaoh 200 acres of land in Elizabethtown, N.J. which at that tine 
inoluded Westfield, N.J." 

The Bakers were in Westfield, N.J. before the Hevolution. Nathaniel and Henry 
Baker were the third and fourth sons of Daniel Baker of East Hanpton, L.I. and his wife, 
Abigail Osborn. Family letters state that the records of Ama c ansett show that their 
father, Daniel t .asre them land in Westfield, N.J. 

"Nathaniel and Henry Baker bought and lived first where the widow of Jacob Baker 
later resided. Nathaniel and Henry Baker wore among the founders of the First Pres¬ 
byterian Church in Westfield, N.J. Henry lived half a mile from the Westfield Church 
toward Springfield. 

Traditions says that at this time, 1780, a plundering party of British came 
through Westfield. Mrs. 'William Peirson saw them first. Climbing to the wood pile, 
she cried at the top of her voice, "The red-coats are ooming". They stopped at the 
house of Henry Baker, promising protection if they would give them some oider. They 
got the cider but soon grew bold and insulting. Capt. William Clark and Capt. Littell 
were in ambush near by with their minute men. In the boisterous conduct of the British, 
Mrs. Baker jPhoebe Hedges?} was forded to the wall of her house at the point of a 
bayonet. Capt. Littell saw the deed, fired and wounded the officer. The enemy took 
to their saddles. In moving on, one of their cannon was swung against a rock, the ri b ht 
arm or horn was broken off and the cannon was left behind. "Old one Horn" i6 one of 
the exhibits of WeBtfield." 

From History of Westfield, N.J. 

Henry Baker was born in 1727 and died in 1780. He died and was buried in Westfield, 
N.J. but was probably born in East Hampton, L.I. He married Phoebe Hedges of East 
Hampton, L.I.

The anoestor of the Hedges family in Southampton and Hast Hampton was "Jil 1 **™ 
Hedges and when we have siad this, wo have said all that is know of him that 

like hi- neighbors, he was an Englishman and a Puritan. Like others of the txme, he 
was perhaps^ obliged to leave his native shores without permission of Royal authority, 
as they looked with no favor on the departure of substantial citizens from the king . 
« 0W Bn land was never a penal colony. His name has never bden found on any lists of 
passengers hitherto published. He came, at fixfr, to Southampton where he resided for 

p short period and when, in 1649, the colony to settle another to™*™hSSton in'l644 
TOS one the first to ^oin it. He is on the list of inhabitants of icuthampton in 1644.

The three last named were living in 1850 in the same house at the 
north of Main Street, Beat Hampton. L.I. upon the inheritance which had descSded 
from William of the third generation who lived and died there. 

William Hedges of Hampton, L.I. may have been from Pass. 1534. , 

In 1663, he was constable in Hampton, L.I. His will is dated karch 17, 16 / • 

The Inventory of his estate is 193 pounds, 12 shillings, o pence. o wi 
wife. Rose; Stephen, eldest son, born Jan. 1634/5, -saac and -.our daughte . 

Colonel David Hedges, born 1779, died 1006, was a celebrated silversmith. He is 
reputed to have been a nan of unuaal intelligence, good judgement, and common sense. 

Though the History of Bast Hampton, by H.P. Hedges reoords several marriages 
between the B a ker and Hedges families, that of Henry Baker and Phoebe Hed b ea is not 
mentioned. In tlJ^ICily records she is spoken of as from Long Island and must have 
belonged to the family desoended from William. 

It is interesting to note that the families of Baker, Dayton, Schellinger, Osborn 
and Hedges were friends and neighbors in Bast Hampton and Amagansett and that there 
were manv marriages between these families. It makes one realize that our ancestors 
were not*merely mines in a book of genealogies but were living sociable human beings 

even as vve are* 

We have no knowledge of the family of kargaret Osborn, wife of Daniel Baker. He 
was not far from his home in Westfield, N.B. when he stopped at her home asking for 
food. Evidently the distance between the homos was too great for them to have kn 
each other, but not too great for Daniel to find his way back to woo the girl who had 
befriended him. It might be possible that she was of the Ea ® t w H *® pt ° n .°® b ° r " 8 ^ i °V | 
Abigail Osborn, wife of Daniel Baker 3rd belonged. Henry and Nathaniel Baker had come 
from Long Island to New Jersey. Some of the Osborns may have done the same. 
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Daniel Baker, son of Henry Baker and his wife, Phoebe Hedges, was 
born June 3rd, 1763, died July 20th, 1810. lie married Kar c arat Osborn in 1778. 

He was a Revolutionary soldier, serving throughout the war. From Daniel Baker the 
D.A.R. members of the family derive their credentials. He was a Corporal or Ensign 
in Capt. Scudder's Company of the First Regiment, Essex Co., New Jersey. His 
discharge and the powder horn which he oarried are still in the possession of the 
family. 

Daniel Baker went with Benediot Arnold through the wilderness of Maine to Quebec 
and was in that disastrous battle standing so near to General Montgomery that he saw 
him fall. He nearly died of starvation during tho journey home, being saved by a small 
portion of dog neat, the tail, which fell to him by lot, when a dog wich had been 
killed was divided among the oompany. 

Nhen not far from home, he stopped at a farm house and asked for food. He was 
about to be turned away bb an ordinary beggar when the daughter of the house, a girl 
of fifteen, thought his tattered head gear resembled a soldier's cap and asked him if 
he were a soldier. He told them his tory and they vrero glad to give him the bestthat 
the house oould afford. So impressed was the young soldier with the thoughtfulness 
of the girl that he after-ward returned to her homo, oourted and married her. Her name 
was Margaret Osborn. Possibly this Margaret OBborn was a relative of the Abigail Osborn 
who married Daniel of the third generation in East Hampton, L.I., though I have never 
seen any mention of it. 

Margaret Osborn who married Daniel Baker of the fifth generation was among the 
women of Westfield N.J. who, upon hearing of the approaoh of the Tories fled to Balter's 
Farm on Springfield Mountain. There from fright and fatigue, she t ave premature birth 
to her first child. 

This inoident is recorded in the History of Middlesex and Union Counties, Genealogia 
of the first settlers of the Passiac Valley, Offioers and men of New Jersey in the 
Revolutionary Was and in an artiole published in Christian Work, July 7, 1878. I 
have heard it as a family tradition ever since I oan remember. 

Rev. A.B. Baker of Prinoeton, N.J. a grandson of Daniel Baker, sgtys in a letterto 
his cousin, Susan Baker Briggs, "He, Daniel B P ker was an Ensign in the army and I have 
heard my father say he was at the Battle of Monmouth. Like most patriotic citizens with¬ 
out military training, he saorafioed himself and served his country in the lower officiee 
he was qualified to fill." 

Elihu Baker of Newark, N.J. writes also to Susan Baker Briggs on May 20th, 1898, 

"I have my father's family records beginning with Henry Baker, born 1727. Your great 
grandfather, Daniel Baker, wbb with Benediot Arnold and saw Montgomery fall at the Battle 
of Quebec. He was also with the army under GeDDge Washington's orders, attacked the enen 
too early and was being repulsed when Gen. Washington came repidly onto the field and he 
(Daniel Baker) heard him severely reprimand Gen. Lee for his disobedienoe. Daniel, your 
great grandfather, was also one of the number who rallied around their chief and changed 
the result from defeat to victory." 

"He was mustered out of service at Newburg, N.Y. and without any money made hi6 
way home on foot. He suffered much from exposure. His hands and feet hadtfewh frozen 
and the sores never healed. He died before the tome of pensions for widows of soldiers. 
The money he had at the time he entered the service was mostly Spanish silver. Fearing 
the marauding parties who infested that part of the country, his wife exchanged it for 
Continental Bills, whioh, on hi6 return were of no value." 

Daniel Baker was mustered out of tho Continal Army at Mewburg in 1782 or 1783. 

He was penniless for there was no money to pay either officers or men. He su.de his 
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children, but he lived to beget twelve more children. The Bakers were a prolific 
race. Of these fourteen children, all but one grew up, married, and had childred. 
Daniel Baker had fourteen children and eighty-five grandchildren. Beside being 
prolific, the Bakers wore clannish. I have heard an older cousin say many times, 

"I love my kin." 

Daniel Baker’s oldest daughter, Kary, married Ezekiel DeCamp and had eighteen 
children of whom« thirteen grew up. There were eight sons and five daughters. The 
DeCamp family migrated to Cincinnati, Ohio. Shortly before the Civil War, the eight 
DeCamp brothers made a pilgramage to Niagara County, N.Y. where they visited their 
cousins, the five Baker brothers, sons of David Baker. I think they also went on to 
Westfield, N.J. where were other Baker cousins. The DoCamps had taken a group photo¬ 
graph, a copy of which was presented to eaoh of the Baker brothers. In my ohildjjood 
when I was taken to visit in these families, I snw this aframed photograph on the 
wall of every homo. I have been told that each of the DeCamp brothers wore a high 
silk hat. As visitors they must have made an imposing group of men. Together with 
the five Baker brothers these thirteen men must have made some "tall talk".

About 1891, two DeCamp brothers of the second generation visited Niagara County, 

N.Y. These brothers were named Ezekiel and James. Each was accompanied by his wife 
and two children. Ezekiel’s wife was his own cousin, Margaret Crane, daughter of 
Eleota DeCamp who married Benjamen Crane. Ezekiel's son, Benjamin, was about my age. 

I will remember the excitement of that visit, the stretohing of sleeping accomodations 
to provide for eight guests in a country famm house. Most vivid in my mind are the 
gay conversations, the laughter and the reminioenoes. Cousin Ezekiel had the true 
Baker love for fun and good stories. In the summer of 1925, my husband and I were 
in Cincinnati. The descendants of eight brothers had provided plenty of DeCamp names 
for the telephone directory. I found Ben's name and he oame to the hotil to see me. 
Forty-four years had passed since his visit in my home. But we both had enough of the 
Baker clannishness to enjoy a half hour together. 

The widow of Job DeCamp once visited in Niagara County. I recall that she stayed 
overnight in my mother's home. When she oame downstairs in the morning, Bhe said,"Well, 
it looks like there had been a right smart shower". This impressed me as a very unusual 
idiom. 

As late as 1940, while traveling through Santa Fe, N.K., we met a gentleman from 
Concinnati. Casually I asked hims if he knew ar.y DeCamps in his home city. "Well, 

He replied, I knew Ben DeCamp but he died a few years ago. He was a ^ood business man, 
a good or 0 anist, and a good tennis player". So was I reminded of anchor Baker character¬ 
istic, the love for and gift for music. Several of the Baker families have shown marked 
musical ability. 

I have a clipping of the will of one Cyrus 0. Baker who was a member of the New York 
Stook Exohange but lived in Newark, N.J.. This newspaper clipping, unfortunately, does 
not give the year of Kr. Baker’s death. He was born in 1795, sen of Daniel Baker of 
Revolutionaryfbme. At hiB death he left no children, thought the family three records 
one, and Littell's Genealogies records two. He requested that a nephew, son of Daniel 


W. Baker be known as Cyrus 0. (Osborn) Baker, Jr. This nehpew and his brother, 
Charles W. Baker inherited the bylk of the estate whioh amounted to more than a 
million dollars. The will lists bequests to the amount of ^225,000. I It is inter¬ 
esting as a document of family history, for most of these bequests went to nieoes 
and nephews. A bequest of ^10,000 was left to Edmund Clarence Stedman, the poet, 
who I mentioned as an intimate friend of Cyrus 0. Baker, Sr. 

I also have a newspaper dipping, an invitation, and two poems regarding 
the 60th wedding anniversary of Henry Baker, the next younger brother of Cyrus. 
This oelebration oocurred in 1880. Henry Baker and his wife, Mary Ann Radley, 
read the Bible through at least once in twelve months for forty-five years. This 
we are told in the records whioh I have. These men, Daniel W., Cyrus 0., Henry 
and Elihu were brothers of my great grand-father, David Baker and cousins of my 
grandfather, Dilman Baker. I was wont to hear them spoken of especially, Daniel, 
Henry, And Elihu. I also saw their photographs in the family album. Cousin Kate 
Baker Curley, in a letter to my aunt, Susan Baker Briggs, says; "Did you ever see 
very much of old Uncle Daniel Baker of Northport? He was a remarkable man with 
a wonderful memory and, moreover, had something of a clannish spirit with much 
of family pride. Had I but have improved my opportunities when I visited him 
in the late 70's, I believe I might have learned much that would.have been of 
use to us now. I wonder if his daughter, Margaret Reynolds could help us. 


He»* sister, oousin Kit Chrysdale onoe showed me a volumn of poems written, 

I think, by Alfred Baker D.D. of Prinoeton N.J., or by his brother, Lewis, who 
is, I believe also a minister. Rev. Alfred is very highly esteemed in Prinoeton". 

Rev. Alfred Baker was evidently an Episcopalian Reotor. His letter head 
(letter in my possession) is "Trinity Reotory". My aunt, Florence Baker Gray ' 
used to be in touch with "Cousin Kit Chrysdale" who lived in Hamilton, Ont. 

Mrs. Curley writes further, "As to our Welsh descent. Mother has a framed 
pioture of Unole Henry Baker hanging in her sitting room which has been there 
for as long as I can remember. Underneath it states that he is of Welsh desoent 
and I have always understood that it was on the Baker side". 

My copy of the DeCamp photograph came from the David Baker home. I cannot 
identify any of them exoept Daniel, though I have a list of their names oopied 
from Littell's Genealogies. Daniel, I think, had no ohildren. At any rate, 
he took a fanoy to my mother, Frances, daughter of Dilman Baker. She was an 
attractive girl who could sing and play the melodeon. This pleased Daniel 
DeCamp who was very fond of musio. He urged my mother to go home with him, 
promising her a piano and a musioal education. Though this was a tempting offer, 
my mother did not accept. But she never forgot Daniel nor the temptation of 
his offer. When her fourth son was born, she named him, "Daniol DeCamp" Hayward. 

Descendants of Phoebe Hedges Baker, daughter of Daniel Baker, lived in 
Seneoa County and visited the Baker cousins about Porter Center. Her married 
name was Marsh. There were also oousins named Kinney belonging, I think, to the 
same family. As late as 1935, cousin Nell Lazell visited a family of this line 
in Seneca Co. She stopped at my home on her return and was most enthusiastic 
about her pleasure with her visit. She spoke especially of the interesting old 
house in whioh they lived and the lovely old furniture. 







David Baker, eldest son of Daniel Baker 


David Baker, eldest son of Daniel Baker, Revolutionary soldier, was born, 

June 14th, 1785 and died Sept, 7th, 1832. He married Cynthia Shattuok of Albany, 
in Albany, December, 16th, 1808. She was the daughter of Stephen and Susannah 
(Davis) Shattuok. 

David went with his brother Henry to Oswego, N.Y, where they had a saw mill. 
This was burned by the Tories in the War of 1812. David then oame to Niagara 
County, N.Y. and Henry returned to N.J. David’s first ohild, Dilman, was born 
in Albany. Daniel and Margaret were born in Oswego. The others were born in 
the town of Porter, Niagara Co. N.Y. 

David Baker settled in the village of Youngstown about 1817. He worked 
there as a carpenter for about three years. He then moved to that part of 
the town known as Porter Center and purchased a portion of a lot that had been 
articled to Gideon Curtis. He afterward reoeived a deed for this land from the 
Holland Land Company. 

While David Baker wub working as a oarpenter on the Aoademy in Lewiston, 
he was strioken with cholera. Starting for home, he was foroed to stop at the 
home of Peter Tower at what is known as Tower's Corners. There Mr. Baker died. 

I have been told that from fear of the disease, people wished to bury Mr• Baker 
quoikly with no service, but that Mr. Tower said, "no","Mr. Baker was a good 
oitizen and a kind neighbor and he should have a suitable burial". Both David 
Baker and his wife, Cynthia Shattuok, are buried in the Hosmer Cemetery on the 
Lake Road between Youngstown and Wilson. Margaret Morris and a portion of her 

family are also buried there.

David Baker, son of the David Baker above, and his wife, Adelia Cobb were 
also buried there. Elbert Baker, son of David Courtland Baker, before his 
death removed his parents to the Cemetery at North Ridge whioh he had purchased 
a 16t for the burial of himself and family.

Porter Center Methodist Episcopal Church 

In 1821 a group of persons met in the home of George Ash for religious 
worship and continued to meet intermittently until March, 1838 at whioh time 
the group organized and voted on the name, "First Methodist Episcopal Churoh 
of the Town of Porter”. This was later changed to "Porter Center Methodist 
Episcopal Churoh". This ohuroh served as the hub around which other churches 
in the locality have more or less revolved. The notioes sent out 100 years ago 
for the organization meeting stipulated that it was for the "male members whom 
were elected the first trustees, namely, Choster Moss, William Armstrong and 
David Baker. 

Meetings were first held in the old log sohool house which formerly stood 
at Zittle’s Corners, now known as Porter Center Comors. Worship continued 
in the log 3 ohool house until 1852 when the oresent building was erected at a 
cost of #1800 and dedicated by the Rev. Gleason Fillmore. With few alterations 
and repairs, the building has been in use the past eighty-seven years. Among the 
names of the original members occur the names of Cynthia Baker, Hannah Baker and 
Daniel Elbert Baker, 1886, and Courtland Bak r, 1938. 

The above is copied from a history of the ohuroh prepared by Mrs. G.M. Staoey 
of Ransomville, who is a daughter of the late Elbert L. Baker of Youngstown., and 


read at the Centennial Celebration of the ohuroh, May, 29, 1939. 

I have vivid memories of attending services in this church with my grand¬ 
parents , Mr. and Mrs. Dilman Baker. There I saw my grandfather^ brothers 
David, Warren and Stephen with their wives and families. 


Cyrus 0. Baker's Will 

The Hew York Broker made thirty-five Bequests from #"l,000 to #"60,000 

The will of Cyrus 0. (Osborn) Baker, a member of the New York Stock Ex¬ 
change who died in Newark, N.J. on July 4th was filed with the Surrogate of 
Ecaex Co., H.J. yesterday. It enumerates, thirty-five bequests of sums from 
#(l,000 to #"60,000 each, amounting to more than #200,000 in all. 

Mr. Baker was a broker in this city for many years and lived at 41 Franklin 
St. Newark. He had no children. His brother, Daniel W. Baker, was the first 
Comptroller In Newark after that office was created and was the pioneer refiner 
of platinum in this oountry. J.YJ. Baker's oldest son is known as Cyrus 0. 

Baker, Jr. by the desire of his uncle and is one of the residuary heirs to the 
estate whioh is believed to be worth more than #1,000,000. Cyrus 0. Baker, Jr. 
is known throughout the oountry as the "Platinum King". 

His brother, CharleB W. Baker, is the other heir to the balance of the 
estate after the bequests to public institutions, relatives, and friends are 
paid. They come in not only for a large amount of money, but for considerable 
realsnd personal property, including a fine collection of pictures and ourios 
collected by their uncle. 

Edmund Clarence Steelman is down in the will for a bequest of #"10,000. He 
was an intimate firend of the testator. The other bequests are as follows!

Clark and Matilda F. Baker, #2,600 eaoh; the Rev. Alfred Baker, Princeton, the 
Rev. Lewis C.Baker, Philadelphia; Alfred B. Crane, Paterson; Mrs. Sarah Hodgson, 
Cincinnati; W. J. Donnelly, Arion, Ohio; Miss Rose A. Lossy, Brooklyn; MIbs Rose 
Turner Tusoar, Ala.; and John W. Bollis, artist, Newark, #2,000 eaoh; the same 
amount to the Mount Pleasant Cemetery Company for the care of the Baker lot; 

#"l,000 eaoh to James M. Wheton and Frank C. Mullinor, New York and Miss Margaret 
Quigley, Darion, Ga. 

Cyrus 0. Baker, Jr., Charles W. Baker and Elihu Baker, a cousin of the 
Testator were named as executors but Cyrus 0. and Elihu Baker filed renunciations, 
leaving Charles W. Baker the sole exeoutor. 

In Littell's Genealogies, it reoorded that Cyrus 0. Baker and his son died 
in Darien, Ga. The son doubtless did die there, but this will shows that the 
father died in Newark, N.J. 

The names; Brittin, Clark, and Crane among these benefioiaries indicate 
that they were children of the sisters of the testator. The Baker benefioiaries 
were probably children of his brothers. C. Robert Hedges may also have been a 
kinsman, bb the grandmother of Cyrus 0. Baker was Phoebe Hedges.
